SPIRITS HAVING FLOWN 


The Bee Gees new album “Spirits Having Flown”, one 
of the most eagerly anticipated albums in years, took the 
band almost 9 months to record. It’s been well worth the

The Bee Gees have 2 television specials 
airing this year, with host David Frost. Their 
first special was just that, a first in televised 
concert history. The program, “A Gift of Song 
—a MUSIC FOR UNICEF Concert” was shown 
January 10th and seen in more than 70 
countries throughout the world, and was a 
benefit for UNICEF's “International Year of 
the Child”. 

Co-hosting the special with David Frost 
were Henry Winkler, Gilda Radner and Henry 
Fonda. Appearing together for the first time 
in the special, taped in New York on January 
9th at the United Nations, were Abba, Andy 
Gibb, John Denver, Earth, Wind and Fire, 
Olivia Newton-John, Kris Kristofferson and 
Rita Coolidge, Rod Stewart, Donna Summer 
and, of course, the Bee Gees. Each of the 
artists donated the publishing royalties of 
one song which they performed on the 
show. The Bee Gees donated their new No. 
1 hit record, “Too Much Heaven”, which has 
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royalties for UNICEF. It will also be featured 
on a soundtrack album from the special plan- 
ned for release later in the year. 

The special was a smashing success. More 
importantly, however, all proceeds will go to 
the needy children of the world. As Barry 
said, “The UNICEF special was really a plot 
by us to get all the leading song-writers in 
the world to donate a song to the children 
of the world, thereby feeding and clothing 
them. Maybe it will start a big ball rolling and 
we'll all get a big conscience and do a little 
bit more.” Isn't that a great idea? 

The second TV special is currently in pro- 
duction and will be shown in the fall. It will 
feature the Bee Gees at home, at work in 
the studio and finally in live performance 
from their upcoming tour.

They dominated the record- 
the industry in 1978, unlike anyone since 
a Beatles in 1964. The Brothers Gibb not 
ay had three No. 1 singles (“Stayin’ Alive”, “How 
Deep Is Your Love”, and “Night Fever”), but they also 
helped produce or write four other No. 1 hits, in- 
duding Andy Gibbs’ “Shadow Dancing” and Frankie 
Valli’s “Grease”. At one time last year, four of the 
nation’s five top singles were Bee Gees related! As 
Barry said, “America had gone wild for us and it was 
awonderful, wonderful feeling.” Also, the Bee Gees 
dominated “Saturday Night Fever” sound track, 
spent almost six months at No. 1 on its way to be- 
coming the biggest selling album in history. Finally, 
“To Much Heaven”, their latest No. 1 single was the 
highest debuting record of last year in the music 
trades “Billboard”, “Cash Box”, and “Record World”. 

All three magazines named the Bee Gees as the 
year’s top singles and album group. They also chose 
“Saturday Night Fever” as the most popular album. 
And finally, they've been nominated for six Grammy 
Awards, including best single of the year, “Stayin’ 
Alive”, and best album for “Saturday Night Fever”. 
And these were just a few of their awards! 

As for the secret to their phenomenal success, 
Robin believes that their “songwriting is the key.” 
Or as Maurice said, “I think that we have really all 
grown, Our music has continued to change.”
